The “gallant Thirteenth,” us this 
regiment is generally ami appropriate- 
ly called, has gathered to-night for 
the worship of Got! and to hear the an- 
nual sermon. And first I look with 
hearty salutation into the fares of the 
veterans yvlto, though now not in 
active service, have the same patriotic 
and military enthusiasm which char- 
«cteri/.ed them when in ini'l titer 
liade farewell to home and loved 
ones and started for the Held, 
and risked all they held dear on 
e.irtli for the re-cstablisli merit of the 
falling I'tiilcd States government. "All 
that a man hath will lie give for his 
life;” anti you showed yourselves yvill- 
ing to give your live*. We hail you! 
We bless you. the veterans of the Thir- 
teenth. Nothing can ever rob yon of 
the honor of having hecu soldiers in 
one of the most tremendous wars of all 
histrory. a war with Grant and Sher- 
man and llaucock and Sheridan and 
Furragut on one side, and Lee anil 
Stonewall Jackson nnd Lotigst rect and 
Johnstone on the other. As iu Greek 
assemblages, when speakers yvonbl 
ronse the audienee. they shouted 
“Marathon!” so if I wanted to stir 
you to acclamation, I would only 
need tt 1 speak the words: "faxiknut 

Mountain,” “Chancel lorsvillc.." “Get- 
tvshurg.” And though through the 
passage of years you are forever free 
from duty of enlistment, if European 
nations should too easily and too quick- 
ly forget the Monroe doctrine, and set 
aggressive foot upon this continent, 1 
think your ankles would lie supple 
again, anti your arms would grow 
strong again, and your eye would be 
keen enough to follow the stars of the 
old flag wherever they might lead. 

And next. I greet the colonel and his 
staff, and all the oflleers and men of 
this regiment. It has liecnnn eventful 
I year in your history. If never before, 
j Brooklyn appreciates something of the 
value of its armories, a ml the import- 
ance of the men who there drill for 
the deft* nse and safety of the city. 

1 The blessing of God lie upon all of 
you. iny comrades of the Thirteenth 
Regiment! And looking aliont for a 
subject that might be most helpful anti 
inspiring for yon. anil our veterans 
here assembled, and the citizens gath- 
ered benight with their good wishes. I 
have concluded to hold up lieforc yon 
the greatest soldier of all lime — Jttsli- 
ua. the hero of my text. 

He was a magn fieent fighter, but he 
always fought on the right side, and 
1 he never fought unless God told him 
to fight. In my text, he gets his mili- 
tary equipment and one would think it 
j must have been plumed helmet for the 
brow, greaves of grass for the feet, 
habergeon for the breast. “There 
shall not any man be able to 
I stand before thee all tlie days 
| of thy life.” ‘Oh,” you say. 
“anybody could have cosirage with 
such a backing up as that.” Why, my 
friends, I have to tell you that the God 
of the universe and the Chieftan of 
eternity promises to do just as much 
j for us as for him. AU the resources of 
i eternity are pledged in our behalf, if 
we go out in the service of God. and no 
more than that was offered Joshua. 
God fulfilled this promise of my text, 
although Joshua's first battle was with 
the spring freshet: and the next with 
a stone wall; and the next leading on 
| a regiment of whipped cowards; the 
next battle, against darkness, wheel- 
ing the sun and the moon into his 
battalion, and the last, againt the 
king of terrors, death — five great vic- 
tories. 

For the most part, when the general 
of the army starts out in a conflict he 
| would like to have a small battle, in 
order that he may get his courage up 
and that he may rally his troops and 
get them drilled for greater conflicts; 
hut this first undertaking of Joshna 



But this is no place for the host to 
stop. Joshua gives the command "For- 
ward. march!" In the distance there 
is a long grove of trees, and at the etui 
rtf the grove is a city It is a city of 
nrbors. a city with walls seeming to 
reach It* the heavens, to buttress the 
very sky. It is the great metropolis 
that commands the mountain pass. It is 
Jericho Thai city w-as afterward cap- 
tured by IY>nt|*ey. and it tvas afterward 
captured by llerotl the Great, and it < 
was afterward captured by the Mo- 
hammedans. hut this campaign the 
Lord plans. There shall l>e no swords, 
no shields, no battering ram. There 
shall he only one weapon of war. and 
that a rain's horn. The horn of a slain 
rani was sometimes taken and holes 
were punctured in It, and then the 
musician would put the iustrument 
to his lips, and he would run his 
fingers over this rude musical 
instrument, and make a great deal of 
sweet harmony for the people. That 
tvas the only kind of we»iH»n. Seven 
priests were to take these rude rustic 
musical instruments, and they were to 
go a rou ml the city every day for six 
lays — once a day for six days, anti then 
an the seventh day they were to go 
around blowing these rude musical in- 
struments seven times, and then at the 
close of the seventh blowing of the 
rams' horns on the seventh day the 
peroration of the whole scene was to 
lie a shout at which those great walls 
should tumble from capstone to base. 

The seven priests with the rude mu- 
sical instruments pass all around the 
Mty walls on the first day, anti a fail- 
ure. Not so much as a piece of plaster 
broke loose from the wall — not so 
much ns a loosened rock, not so much 
is a piece Of mortar lost from its place. 
'There.” say the unbelieving Israel- 
ites. "didn’t l tell you so? Why, those 
ministers are fools. The idea of ^ 
going around the city with those mu- 
sical instruments and expecting in 
that way to destroy it! Joshua has 
been spoiled; he thinks, because 
he has overthrown and destroyed 
the spring freshet, he can over- 
throw the stone wall. Why, it is not 
philosophic. Don’t you see there is no 
relation between the blowing of these 
mu-dcal instruments and the knocking 
down of the wall. It isn't philosophy.” 
And I suppose there were many wise- 
acres who stood with their brows knit- 
ted and with the forefinger of the 
right hand to the forefinger of the left 
hand, arguing it all out. and showing 
it was not possible that such a cause 
shonld produce such an effect. 
And I suppo-e that night in the 
encampment there were plenty 
of philosophy and caricature, and if 
Joshua had been nominated for any 
high military position he would not 
have got many votes. Joshua's stock 
was down. I'he second day. the priests 
blowing the musical instruments go 
around the city, and a failure! Third 
day. and a failure; fourth day. and a 
failure: fifth day. and a failure; sixth 
day, and a failure. The seventh day 
comes, the climacteric day. Joshua is 
up early in the morning and examines 
the troops, walks all around about, 
looks at the city wall. The priests 
start to make the circuit of the city. 
They all go around once, all around 
twice, three times, four times, five 
times, six times, seven times, and a 
failure. 

There is only one more thing to do, 
and that is to utter a great snout I 
see the Israelitish army straightening 
themselves up. filling their lungs for a 
vociferation such as was never heard 
before and never heard after. Joshua 
feels that the hour has come, and he 
cries out to his host: “Shout; for 

the I.ord has given you the city!”

“Down. Jericho! down, Jericho!”

Islands to investigate the state of affairs 
there as special correspondent of the 
New York Evening Poet three months 
ago, arrived here on the Australia. He 
believes that there never will lie har- 
mony until the monarchy is restored and 
Princess Kaiulani placed upon the throne 
In giving his reasons for this he said : 

“There are three main points of danger 
to the Government. 

“1. That Secretary Gresham has de- 
cided that Bowler is not an American 
citizen and that Great Britian had de- 
cided that Rickard and Walker are 
British subjects. 

“2. The greatest fear of the Hawaiian 
Government is Japan, and they do not 
scruple to say so. They are making ar- 
rangements to get in 5,000 Chinese 
coolies, and send away as many Japa- 
nese. The Government, when the 
Japanese coolies came in, gave an under- 
standing that if Japan would supply 
them with coolies they would employ 
them. Now Japan will probably hold 
that this understanding is being violated. 

“The third danger to the Government 
is in themselves. The Democracy, or 
American League is taking umbrage at 
the new importation of Chinese. 

“The financial question is also oue ol 
the things that will help to bring on a 
crisis. On May 1 the Government ad- 
mitted publicly that no hills must he 
paid except ou three and six months’ 
credit. 

“The loyalty of the natives to monarchy 
was never as strong as it is now, and it 
was the basis of the union of all parties 
in past years, and there will be no har- 
mony until that monarchy is restored to 
Princess Kaiulani, and that would make 
peace at once.” 

Colonel Ashford, Attorney-General of 
Hawaii, who arrived on the same 
steamer, expresses similar views. He 
said : 

“There is a perfect reign ol terror in 
the islauds. Informers are everywhere. 
People do not dare to speak in their own 
houses. There is everywhere a feeling 
of uncertainty, doubt and impeuding 
danger and ruin. 

“Those who favored annexation have 
made up their minds that it is impossible. 
The missionaries, as we call most of the 
political party in power, have claimed to 
be in favor of annexation, hut have never 
been really: The annexationists mis- 
trust them now. 

“Ag to the future— well, annexation is 
an inqiossihilitv, and all are about agreed 
on that. Thurston has gone back, and it 
is publicly said that he is going to pro- 
pose the restoration of a monarchy, with 
Kaiulani on the throne. 

“A republic seems an impossibility, 
such a large (iart of the |iopulation are 
incapable of governing themselves. As 
long as this so-called republic can pay 
armed men to keep down rebellion it 
will last, and no longer. What they are 
talking of now, and want first, is some 
sort of protectorate of the United States. 

“They are afraid ot Japan, and they 
want some protection against any other 
foreign interference. Then of course, 
what is next wauted is a monarchy. 

“The natives are not at all discouraged 
by the failure of the last movement. 
Thev would gladly make auother at- 
tempt. 1 am not a Royalist iu principle, 
hut uuderall the considerations existing 
down there, I think it is the only thing. 
A monarchy would unite all the natives, 
and be respected by all foreign powers.”

Word was received yesterday from 
Stockton, III., of the death of Mrs. 
Stephen Warne by her brother, Mr. A. 
J. Reed, General Manager of the Cove- 
nant Mutual Life Association of Illinois 
in tliis city, whose office is iu the Carew 
Building, and who is one of the liest 
known insurance men in the country. 

While his ho 6 t of frienc's deplore Mr. 
Reed's loss, those who know the dread 
disease with which Mrs. Warue was af- 
flicted find consolation in the thought 
that the poor woman’s sufferings, which 
border on the superhuman, were ended 
at last Medical science was helpless be- 
fore a problem which had never pre- 
sented itself to any of its wise men, aud 
the disease progressed unhindered and 
unchecked, and death alone could be its 
remedy.

No honest man disputes the right of 
the government to maintain its inono|K>ly 
of the business of manufacturing paper 
money. I u order to outwit the counter- 
feiters the greatest tare is necessary. In 
the first place the peculiat paper em- 
ployed, which is made of silk filter and 
has threads of colored silk embedded in 
its surfaces, can only lie made under 
strictest supervision of the agents of the 
Treasury Department. If a private indi- 
vidual shtuld lie found in |M>ssession of 
even a small piece of unprinted paper he 
would lie liable to twenty years im- 
prisonment at hard labor in addition to 
the payment of a fine of $5,000. The 
sheets are counted scores of times from 
the time that they leave the paper mill 
at Springfield, Mass., until they are ready 
for circulation, and each [icrson through 
whose hands they pass gives a receipt 
for the quantity received, and is held 
strictly responsible lor the safety of his 
charge. 

In the matter of engraving, every pos- 
sible precaution is taken to prevent fraudi 
and the resources of the art are retorted 
to, to produce desigus which can not tie 
copied. Occasionally workmen have 
been detected in the practice of making 
duplicate plates, one for the government 
and the other for private use, but such 
practice has been always most emphati- 
cally frowned upon when discovered. 
The work u|ion each hill is subdivided 
among so many employees at present 
that it is not thought possible for any 
workman to obtain an entire plate. 
When the designs for the fronts and 
hacks of the hills are decided upon, the 
work for the different sections is divided 
among the various engravers ; for in 
stance, one man will be given the por- 
trait, another the border line, another 
the lettering, and still another the scroll 
work. Each man, excepting the one 
that does the scroll work, patiently r»- 
produces upon a plate of soft steel the 
part of the design given him. The work 
is wholly hand labor, each dot and line 
being carefully cut with sharp pointed 
chisels, ot “gravers.” 

The scroll work is done with a machine 
called a “lathe.” This machine works 
upon the principle of the “pantagmpb,” 
which is used in copying pictures. The 
design for the scroll is made tt|ion a large 
scale and this is followed by the end ol 
•he long ami of the lever. The short 
end of the lever carries a cutting tool 
which reproduces the design in the 
proper scale upon the ordinary soft steel 
plate. When all of the parts of the de- 
sign are completed and turned in, they 
are tempered or hardened and are then 
passed beneath a roller of soft steel, un- 
der great pressure. The designs are thus 
transferred to the roller, one at a time, 
ami joined together in their proper order, 
so that when completed the roller will 
have the complete design for one side of 
the bill, but every cut in the line of the 
original design appears as a projection, 
and vice versa. In other words the 
roller represents an “intaglio” irnpres- 
siou of the design. This roller is in turn 
tempered and the hardest part of the 
work is accomplished. 

From this roller as many printing 
plate as may be desired can be made. 
The steel plates are first softened then 
passed beneath the “intaglio” roller, and 
then tempered. When the plate has 
has been worn smooth it can lie again 
softened and |mssed under the roller. 
Eaeh plate prints four bills, and frequent- 
ly as many a* eigtbtv or a hundred plates 



of each denomination will be in use at 
the same time. Rollers of this clutracter 
have been known to reproduce the de- 
signs upon as many as ten thousand 
plates before w earing out The backs of 
the bills are printed in one operation in 
green ink, then after being dried, the 
faces are printed in black. Before leav- 
ing the Bureau of Engraving and Print- 
ing the bills are numbered in blue in the 
upper right hand and lower left hand 
corners. After reaching the Treasury 
building proper they receive the final 
impression which is the red seal of the 
Treasury of the United States, ami are 
ent apart. Not until the seal is imprinted 
can they be used as money. 

The routine work of the plate engraver 
is so different from that of the ordinary 
printer, particularly in so far as pro- 
ducing money is concerned, that it is 
worthy of special mention, but, as Kud- 
yard Kipling says, “that is another story.”

A Frankfort special to the Eveuing 
Po6t has the follow ing to say with refer- 
ence to the slow progress made by the 
U u ited States Government on the work 
of constructing locks and dams on the 
Kentucky river. More in this line would 
not be amiss. The people living in the 
Congressional Districts, through which 
the river runs, should continually agitate 
the subject, ami it would lie advisable to 
call a meeting of representative people 
interested in the improvement, and pub- 
licly discuss the matter and emphasize to 
to their representatives their wishes. At 
the rate of progress made — one lock n 
fourteen years— it will take a hundred 
years to complete the work. l.et the 
papers take the case in hand, and bring 
it prominently before the people: 

The river people here are complain- 
ing of the great loss of time by the 
red tape in preparing for the work of 
constructing lock No. 7 at High Bridge 
on the Kentucky river. They say the 
Government has had altout $200,000 to 
the fund for the lock for over a vear, 
and yet because of the slow process of 
the court in condeining the site for the 
lock, the summer may pass before the 
department is ready to begin woik. 
The United Stales Government has 
had charge of this river since 1880, and 
besides repairing five locks, has only 
construced one new lock and dam. 
How long at that rate, say the river 
men, will it take to reach' the Tnree 
Forks? Weather clear and pleasant.

FREE COINAGE \VOt’LI> BANKRUPT THE 
EXITED KTATEB IN A WEEK. 

Helena, Mon., ,4 pril 11. 
Editor Chattanooga Times: 

Coming from Boise City to Helena, the 
two silver cities, to-day I cut this from 
the Idaho Statesman : 

“The Chattanooga Times wants to 
have ‘Coin’ burned by the hangman and 
its author put in the stocks.” 

I congratulate the Times on being pa- 
triotic and sound. How long ago was it 
that onr Democratic party demanded the 
re|>eal of Sherman’s restricted coinage 
bill ? We said it was ruining the coun- 
try. And now, presto, change, we jump 
up and demand free coinage to make us 
prosperous. - We repealed the only 
chance we had of bimetalism. 

Have we been logical ? 

WHAT THE MINERS SAY. 

To-day I talked with the biggest silver 
miner in Montana. When I asked him 
if his mine was paying, he said : 

“No, it is. not I’ve got $1 000,000 in 
that mine. I am just paving expenses. 
I can't afford to mine a piece of silver as 
big as our dollar for 47 cents.” 

“How would you like free coiuage?” I 
asked. 

“Splendid !” he exclaimed, bis eyes 
brightening. “It would make me a mill- 
ionaire in three years. It would double 
the price o( silver.” 

“Would you increase your mine?” I 
asked. 

“5 es, I'd put 1,000 men where there 
are 500 now . I'J rush silver to the mint 
and get gold put under it as fast as I 
could ” 

“Would yon open new mines?” 

“No, mining is uncertain. But I’d do 
something better. I’d go to Mexico and 
buy a train load of their 47-cent dollars, 
take them to our mint and double on 
them. I’d send to China, India, Japan 
and South America and get more com- 
mercial silver. The halfcivilized nations 
of the world, with a population of 1,200,- 
000,000 have $4,500,000,000 woitli of de- 
based silver. 

“But could our government put gold 
nnder all the debased silver in the 
world ?” I asked. 

“Could she?” exclaimed the miner. 
“Could she?” Why, no! If onr gov- 
ernment attempted free coinage she 
would be bankrupted in an hour. The 
whole world would unload on her. 
Jhere is coin fiat silver money among 
the civilized nations to the amount of 
$4,700,000,000. The United States has 
$700,000,000; France, $800,000,000, etc., 
etc., but there is besides $1,275,000,000 
worth of uncoined commercial silver 
held by civilized nations aud $L 500.000,-
